Preferential Cards 

^BOUT this time in past years there has been 
no . end of embarrassing moments experienced 
by sororities and rushees alike^ue" to the fact that 
rushees made attempts in some instances to change 
on the preferential card the sorority they had 
originally listed as number one.

and our increased standard of liv- 
ing. and how at the same time to 
provide means for increasing the 
productivity of that system and a 
wider enjoyment of its fruits be 
Increased purchasing • power and 
drawjng in to the system the great 
mass of the wholly or partially 
unemployed". 

Mr. Dickinson disagrees with 
those who would desire a laissez- 
faire policy because that means 
stagnation and inertia.- and with 
those who would desire a totally 
new form of government because 
that would result in unprecedented 
chuos. He - belk-Ves that the pres- 
ent set up should be maintained, 
but in speuking of our unemploy- 
ment problem he tells us that, "the 
problem of relief promises to be 
with us in a greater or lesser de- 
gree, -but more or less permanently. 
hk long as our progressive type of 
economic organization makes the 
rise and fall of industries inevit- 
able". 

Mr. Dickinson - thinks that the 
work of the three A’s has been a 
succejs . and following that same 
line of thought he- also thinks that 
there should not. be quite as much 
production of goods ns there is 
ability to consume': He then goes
